University gymnastic teams in re­ 
cent terms have included three one- 
legged men.

Than

Seattle, Wash.— How the ice in the 
Arctic Ocean, the worst this year 
that white men have ever known in 
the waters north of Alaska, worked 
to destroy two 
gasoline 
schooners, 
the Arctic of San Francisco and the 
I .ady 
Kindersley 
of Vancouver, B. 
C., 
was 
related 
by Captain John 
Backland, 
master 
of 
the 
sailing 
schooner C. S. Holmes, which is win­ 
tering here. 
“f have been going into the Arctic 
since 1907,” said Captain Backland, 
“but never before did I find the ice 
so extensive as this year. 
The bergs 
were not so large 
as 
I 
have seen 
them, but the pack was tremendously 
more extensive. 
“The cause of the great fields of 
ice along the northern Alaska coast 
this 
summer 
was 
the 
prevailing 
westerly winds. 
There is the same 
quantity of ice in 
the Arctic each 
year, but the winds determine where 


the fields will form. 
With easterly 
or northeasterly 
winds, it will be 
found off the coast of Siberia." 
Ship Is Lost 
J 
Captain Backland 
said the Lady 
j Kindersley and the Arctic were lost 
1 by following leads through tho ice, 
which closed upon them. 
Members 
of the crew of the Arctic made their 
I way ashore to Point Barrow, Alaska, 
over the frozen ocean. 
The men of 
the 
Lady 
Kindersley 
were 
taken 
aboard 
the 
steam er Boxer, of the 
United States Bureaa of Education, 
after a hard passage with canoes and 
i skin boats over and through three 
/niles of 
ice. 
The 
cargoes 
of the 
Arctic and the Lady Kindersley were 
abandoned. 
“When I go into the Arctic ice," re­ 
called the captain, “I always watch 
for a way to get my vessel out. I 
was 80 miles 
from 
Point 
Barrow 
while the Lady* Kindersley was fa st 
in the ice and her men were trying to 
get away from her. 
I was forced to

London—Robert Lloyd, the gray­ 
haired doorman who has ushered the 
great and the near-great in and out of 
the door of IO Downing street for 
many years, is being retired for old 
age. 
He is 67, and his head is full 
of memories and impressions of most 
of the figures who got into Europe’s 
spotlight in the days before, during 
tnd after the World war. 
It was in 
the war days, when 
the 
vigorous 
Lloyd-George 
occupied 
the 
Prime 
Minister’s house, that the doorman of 
No. IO found J-he most exciting hours 
of his life. 
Of all the Prime Minis­ 
ters for whom he has opened the door, 
he liked Bonar Law best. 
“I revered him,” he said. 
‘‘When Mr. Lloyd-George was prime 
minister we were on hot cinders all 
the time. 
I was constantly lining up 
field-marshals, 
generals, 
admirals, 
ambassadors, and other distinguished 
visitors. 
“Marshal Joffre was always good 
humored. 
Marshal 
Foch 
seemed 
kindly, but was always in a hurry. 


General Smuts was charming. He al­ 
ways shook hands with me. 
I recall 
Signor Mussolini arriving, too. 
He i 
hurst into the vestibule, and, shaking 
me cordially by the hand, expressed : 
his pleasure at meeting 
'England’s | 
Prime Minister.’ 
I had to tell him ;

equipped with horns. The original of 
the Angelo statue was of heroic size, 
in marble, and was designed for the 
tomb of Julius II; but the tomb was 
never finished and the statue is now in 
the Church of San Pietro, in Vincola. 
Rome.”
